There  is  no  better  way  to  honor  Rabbi 
Rein  than  by  having  him  teach  us  on  the 
first  night  of  Shavuot.  As  we  celebrate  the 
gift  of  the  Torah  to  our  people,  we  will

Saying  Goodbye

HEN  I  WAS  A  CHILD  I 
WOULD  GET  MYSELF  IN 
TROUBLE  because  I  hated 
saying  goodbye.  “Aren't  you  forgetting  to 
say  something?”  my  grandparents  would 
ask  as  I  was  walking  out  the  door.  De¬ 
cades  later,  goodbyes  are  not  any  easier. 

Perhaps  that  is  why 
I  defer  to  common 
colloquialisms:  See ya 
later ,  So  long,  Take  it 
easy,  I  'm  off.  Catch 
ya  later ,  It ’s  been  real. 
Shout  if  you  need  me. 
Call  me.  Email  me, 
etc.  Each  of  these 
conveys  a  temporary 
absence,  an  absence  far  easier  to  accept 
than  the  finality  of  a  formal  “goodbye.” 

Few  people  are  aware  of  the  etymol¬ 
ogy  of  this  simple  but  challenging  fare¬ 
well.  The  term  “goodbye”  originated  as 
Godbwye  -  a  contraction  of  the  phrase 
“God  be  with  ye.”  In  other  words,  when 
departing  from  friends  and  loved  ones, 
saying  goodbye  implies  that  when  they 
are  no  longer  in  our  physical  presence,  it 
is  our  wish  that  God  be  with  them. 

We  are  attuned  to  this  “goodbye” 
during  these  weeks  between  Pesah  and 
Shavuot,  a  period  when  we  recount  the 
journey  of  our  ancestors  from  Egypt  - 
the  greatest  leave-taking  of  any  nation 
in  history.  Certainly  our  ancestors  did 


not  leave  Egypt  to  “take  it  easy”  or  “see 
ya  later,”  and  while  it  had  indeed  “been 
real,”  it  was  not  the  sort  of  real  one 
would  want  to  repeat.  For  the  depart¬ 
ing  Israelites,  the  Exodus  was  both  a 
goodbye  to  hundreds  of  years  of  slavery 
and  more  importantly,  a  hope  that  God 
would  be  them  in  their  journeys  ahead. 
We  remember  this  yearning  every  week 
in  our  celebration  of  Shabbat  -  a  sign 
between  us  and  God  of  God’s  presence 
in  our  lives.  A  Jewish  goodbye  need  not 
be  forever;  rather,  it  can  be  a  moment  to 
share  a  sign  of  lasting  presence,  a  desire 
to  remain  with  those  we  love  most. 

In  just  a  few  weeks  I  will  conclude 
my  term  as  your  Assistant  Rabbi.  While 
this  moment  was  inevitable,  that  does 
not  diminish  the  challenge  of  saying 
goodbye.  We  have  prayed  together, 
studied  together,  laughed  and  cried  at 
moments  of  joy  and  sorrow,  and  made 
this  community  stronger  by  caring  for 
one  another.  You  have  welcomed  me  into 
your  families  and  I  see  each  of  you  as  an 
extension  of  mine.  But  the  time  has  come 
to  say  “goodbye”  and  to  give  each  other 
our  sign,  the  pledge  to  remember  the 
sacred  relationships  that  we  have  created. 

Goodbye,  Park  Avenue  Synagogue. 
May  God  be  with  you.  And  may  the 
sparks  that  we  kindled  together  remain 
forever  as  a  sign  of  our  friendship.

When  children  are 
in  their  final  year  at  the  ECC,  Carol  gives 
her  full  attention  to  every  family  to  help 
them  decide  where  their  child  should 
continue  in  school.  Carol  takes  special 


pleasure  in  attending  the  Bnei  Mitzvah  of 
children  who  began  their  formal  Jewish 
education  and  their  connection  with  PAS 
in  one  of  her  classes. 

Carol  finds  it  hard  to  call  her  job  at 
PAS  “work.”  She  considers  herself  lucky 
that  her  job  is  her  passion,  and  she  likes 
coming  in  every  day.  It’s  not  that  there 
are  no  problems,  but  on  a  tough  day, 
visiting  a  classroom  to  spend  time  with 
the  children  makes  the  difficulties  fall 
away. 

Carol  constantly  models  the  best  way 
to  engage  with  children  and  families, 
beginning  every  morning  as  she  greets 
every  arrival  with  an  enthusiastic  Boker 
tov\  Along  with  her  love  for  the  children, 
Carol  has  always  been  a  strong  advocate 
for  her  teachers.  She  notices  everyone’s 
strengths  and  weaknesses,  and  she  has 
used  that  awareness  to  build  a  staff  that 
complements  and  supports  each  other. 

Growing  up  in  the  St.  Louis  suburb 
of  Clayton,  Carol  was  part  of  a  large, 
close-knit  family  in  a  strong  Jewish 
community.  She  always  wanted  to  be  a 
teacher,  and  she  has  been  a  teacher  since

the  age  of  12,  when  she  ran  her  first 
backyard  nursery  school.  Carol  earned 
her  undergraduate  degree  in  Education 
from  the  University  of  Missouri 
and  her  masters  in  Early  Childhood 
Education  from  Hunter  College.  She 
did  postgraduate  work  in  supervision 
at  the  Bank  Street  School  of  Education. 
Carol  has  held  leadership  positions  in 
several  organizations,  including  the 
Jewish  Early  Childhood  Association 
and  the  Independent  Schools  Admission 
Association  of  Greater  New  York.

How  Far  We  Have  Come!

TEN  YEARS  AGO,  our 

congregation  engaged  in  a  self- 
assessment  that  helped  us  to 
identify  our  strengths  and  to  imagine 
the  kind  of  community  we  could  create 
by  building  on  those  qualities.  We  also 
considered  what 
makes  a  synagogue 
in  the  21st  century 
different  from  clubs 
and  other  community 
organizations  and 
reflected  on  what 
we  wanted  from 
our  synagogue.  We 
concluded  that  we 
wanted  to  be  a  learning  community, 
a  place  to  “connect  to  God,”  and  a 
connected  and  caring  community.  Those 
goals,  formulated  a  decade  ago,  remain 
central  to  the  mission  of  Park  Avenue 
Synagogue. 


So  how  far  have  we  come  in  ten 
years? 

We  have  made  great  strides  in 
building  a  spiritual  community.  Our 
lively,  musical  Kabbalat  Shabbat  services 
every  Friday  evening  bring  families 
together  for  an  uplifting  and  meaningful 
experience.  Under  Rabbi  Cosgrove 
and  Cantor  Schwartz’s  leadership,  our 
Shabbat  morning  services  continue  to 
be  a  time  for  stimulating  the  brain  as 
well  as  refreshing  the  soul.  The  PAS 
Caring  Network,  under  Rabbi  Rein’s 
guidance,  supports  members  of  our 
community  at  moments  of  transition  and 
offers  opportunities  for  congregants  as 
well  as  clergy  to  observe  the  mitzvot  of 
hospitality,  celebrating  new  life,  visiting 
the  ill,  and  comforting  the  bereaved. 

As  a  learning  community,  we  have 
grown  so  much  that  we  created  the 
position  of  Director  of  Congregational 
Education  to  oversee  the  arc  of  learning 


opportunities  offered  for  congregants 
from  infants  to  seniors.  Our  Early 
Childhood  Center  has  long  been  one  of 
the  gems  of  our  congregation,  both  for 
the  education  that  children  experience 
there  and  for  the  relationships  that 
families  form.  In  the  last  five  years,  our 
programming  for  families  with  children 
aged  0-6  has  expanded  to  a  Department 
of  Young  Family  Education  that  offers 
classes  for  toddlers  with  their  parents  or 
caregivers,  afterschool  enrichment  for 
preschool  children,  prayer  experiences 
and  Shabbat  dinners  for  families  with 
young  children,  and  this  year,  our  first 
community  seder  for  families  with 
young  children.  We  have  restructured 
our  Congregational  School  to  offer  more 
individualized  programming  and  to  meet 
the  needs  of  children  with  a  variety  of 
learning  styles.  The  community  response 
has  been  so  great  that  the  school  has 
grown  from  about  270  children  to  close 
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to  450  children.  We  are  literally  bursting  at  the  seams! 

For  adult  learners  PAS  offers  classes,  lectures  and  courses 
almost  every  day.  The  jewel  in  the  crown  is  the  two-year 
Florence  Melton  School  of  Adult  Jewish  Learning.  More 
than  160  adults  have  completed  the  program,  and  a  new 
class  forms  every  year.  We  have  also  offered  the  Context 
curriculum  from  JTS  and  numerous  “graduate  courses”  for 
people  who  have  completed  the  two-year  Melton  or  Context 
core  curricula.  We  have  short-term  courses  both  at  PAS  and 
in  Midtown;  The  Park  Avenue  Synagogue  Lecture  Series, 
featuring  the  greatest  thinkers  in  the  Jewish  world;  a  Shabbat 
dinner  series  valued  both  for  the  quality  of  the  speakers  and 
for  the  communal  experience;  an  annual  Shabbaton  with 
world-class  speakers  and  entertainers;  and  ongoing  weekly 
study  groups  with  our  rabbis  and  educators.  In  addition,  our 
Men’s  Club,  Women’s  Network,  and  Young  Couples  Group 
offer  book  discussions,  small  group  study,  and  speakers,  as 
well  as  social  opportunities. 

Travel  together  has  become  a  new  area  of  engagement 
and  education  at  PAS.  In  2004,  135  people  participated  in  our 
first  congregational  trip  to  Israel.  Those  travelers  became  the 
nucleus  of  our  learning  and  community-building  activities. 

In  2007,  our  125th  Anniversary  Trip  to  Israel  included  240 
people.  Now,  we  have  two  Israel  trips  a  year,  including  Bnei 
Mitzvah  family  trips,  young  family  trips,  adult  learning  trips 
and  most  recently,  a  women’s  trip.  Participants  return  home 
with  stronger  ties  to  Israel,  a  new  appreciation  of  the  PAS 
community,  and  renewed  commitment  to  continuing  their 
Jewish  learning. 

All  our  growth  in  the  past  decade  has  made  PAS  an 
exciting,  dynamic,  and  deeply  caring  community  where  every 
individual  can  grow  intellectually  and  spiritually.  The  more 
we  study  and  pray  together,  the  better  we  know  and  care 
about  each  other,  and  the  stronger  our  community  becomes. 
We  welcome  all  to  become  active  players  in  this  vibrant 
community  as  we  continue  to  grow  together  from  strength  to 
strength.
